party can, or should, claim their exclusive adherence. It is 
not, therefore, in order to add anything to the very ample recommendations 
that jast now are being offered to the electorate, that we call attention 
to the Alien Bill that seems to be foreshadowed if the Unionist 
Party retain power. But any legislation having for its object the 
restriction of immigration to this country must necessarily affect the Jewish: 
‘community. Our own views on the question we have explained somewhat 
frequently, and there is no necessity now to repeat them at any length. Lhe 
mere promise of legislation may mean much or little, or—which is 


most probable—nothing at all, If the measure that is foreshadowed | 


becomes crystallised into a Bill in Parliament, it will then be our duty 
to ‘examine it, and, if necessary, to criticise its provisions. That our 
criticism will not be entirely from the Jewis!: point of view, and that we shall not 
allow national interests to become subservient to Jewish, our readers are quite 
aware. We would urge the same attitude upon all interested in the question 
—wait and see the Bill. But curiously enough, it just happens that an object 
lesson of no mean importance in this connection, is now being presented in a 
concrete form. Asa result of the recent strike, boots and shoes are being 
imported in large quantities into this country from America, at prices which 
seriously compete with labour in England. Now, here is restriction of 
labour in excelsis, Would it not have been less harmful to the boot trade 
itself if those cheaper-priced boots had been made here—albeit by poor Jews ? 
As it is, this country still has to take the boots for the purpose of supplying 
th e demand, and America has all the profit of manufacture, and of supplying 
material, Surely Mr. Chamberlain, who of the new Cabinet seems to father 
restriction of Alien [mmigration, is business man enough to see that such an 
instance as we have quoted cannot “ pay,” to put it on no higher ground.

THE JEWISH PATIENTS AT COLNEY HATCH ASYLUM. |. 


For many years past, the Jewish inmates of lunatic asylums, now under 
the jurisdiction of the London County Council, have been grouped together at 
the Colney Hatch Asylum, so as to facilitate their regular visitation by a 
Jewish minister. Some of these unfortunate persons have felt acutely the 
special difficulties which have been experienced in providing at the asylum for 
their peculiar religious requirements—the provision of kosher food being a 
prominent desideratum, Some 2) years ago, when the Rev. A. L. Green was 
the Jewish visitor, an effort was made by the Visitation Committee of the 
United Synagogue to induce the asylum authorities to provide kosher food for 
the Jewish inmates. The officials showed great willingness, even eagerness, to 
comply with the request, for it was well known that the recovery of some of 
the Jewish patients was distinctly retarded by the sorrow they expressed 
at being compelled to eat forbidden food, whilst some absolutely refused 
to eat meat. After some consideration had been given to the ‘question 
by the Visiting Committee of the Asylum and the official staff, it was 
declared to be quite impracticable to supply kosher food to the Jewish inmates 
and the subject was allowed to rest for some years. When the County Council 
took over the administration of the lunatic asylums of the County, the question 
of the special requirements of the Jewish patients was again considered and 


received very sympathetic consideration chiefly owing to the active interest of 


Mr, Nathan Moss, L.C.C., a Member of the Asylum Sub-Committee, Mr. Moss 
was most indefatigable in his exertions to minister to the comfort of his 
unfortunate coreligionists, and chiefly through his instrumentality, the Rev. 
Isaac Samuel was officially appointed by the County Council as the paid Jewish 
Chaplain of Colney Hatch Asylum. Recently, also, a Jewish female attendant 
has been appointed on the staff of the Asylum so as to facilitate communication 
between the officials and those Jewish patients who only speak in “ Yiddish.” 
The question of supplying kosher food to the Jewis4 pitieats was also 
revived, and the Rov. I. Samuel (who had takan immense pains to:

unusual gravity, these and other considerations of a like nature forbid that 
we should as yet abandon all hope of reforms at the hands of Nicnonas II, 
Moreover, the instruction recently issued to the Minister of Domains to 
make a fresh study of the special legislation relating to the Jews with a 
view to its revision is an undoubtedly hopeful siga. Whether it will lead to 
any decided change for the better, while M. Ponteponoszerr has the 
ear of the Tsar may be open to question. To expect any wide-reaching 
changes without some such preliminary inquiry would, however, be scarcely 
reasonable, and it would be equally unreasonable to regard the cause of our

From every side comes 
the same tale of zealous teachers and bright pupils, of areas of usefulness 
limited only by pecuniary resources or insufficient class accommodation 
and of the practical appreciation of local non-Jews who beg to be allowed 
to send their children to the Jewish schoo's. Perhaps the most pleasing 
features in this division of the Association’s report is the impulse 
lately given to the education of girls in the East—particularly in 
Jerusalem—and to the teaching of the various vernaculars and of useful 
The attention uniformly bestowed on these subjects illustrates 
the wise conception of social progress which underlies the whole educational 
scheme of the Alliance and Association schools. Two things are pre- 
eminently desired. In the first place, there is the moral and intellectual] 


assimilation of the Jews with the best classes of citizens of the severa| 


countries in which they dwell. This can only be accomplished when they 
think and speak the same languages, and work side by side in the same 
vocations. In the second place, there is the introdaction of certain Western — 
ideas, the neglect of which, in the East, has hitherto proved a bar to the 
development of a healthy moral tone. Chief among these is the education 


of girls. However it may be in the West, it is certain that the East 


requires a New Woman—a type of woman who will be equal to her responsi- 
bilities as mother, and who can and will form an intelligent and 
This is a reform of which the Jews 
may well be the pioneers in Mohammedan countries, one which is fraught 
with incalculable good both to themselves and their Mussulman compatriots. 


But to carry out this work, and the large educational programme of which it 
is only a part, on a fitting ‘scale, something more is needed than the devo- 
tion and enthusiasm of the managers of the Anglo-Jewish Association, or 
the industry of their teachers, or even the intelligence of their pupils. With- 
out the articulating help of money, these necessary parts of a great missionary 


scheme can effect nothing. At present, the money supplied by the Anglo- 


Jewish community is pitifully inadequate. We trust, however, that the 


appeal made by Mr. Frepgeick Mocarta, at last Sunday’s meeting, will 


‘be widely ec hoed, and that our coreligionists will awake to a sense of 


their obligations in regard'to the holy enterprise in which the is 


engaged.

Jews not Admitted to Electro-Technica! ‘Institute of 
St. Petersburg. 


The following Notice haa been issued by the Electro-Technical Institute of 
St. Petersburg :—‘‘ There will be 40 vacancies open this year in the first class of 
this Institute. Applications for admission must be in applicants own hand- 
writing and must be sent in not later than August the 10th, accompanied by 
certificates of birth. Non-Christians, and persons who are married, will not bs 
admitted to the Institute.” 


No Jews Admitted to the Imperial Military Academy of Medicine. 


To the first class of the Imperial Military Academy of Medicine will this 
year be admitted pupils of Gymnasia and Colleges of the various school districts, 
and those who have succeeded in gaining medals will have preference. The 
following persons will not be admitted: (1), Jews; (2), Married persons; (3), 
Former students of universities or the Aeademy who had been excluded for bad

Right of Residence at Tiflis. 


The Chief of the Civil Department of Caucasus has given the following 
decisions with reference to Jews who have not the right of residence in Tiflis :— 
(1). Six families who had come from Russia Proper many years ago are allowed | 
to incorporate themselves with the tax-paying community of the town and to be 
settled there; (2), Nineteen families who arrived recently are ordered to leave

The Russian journal knows perfectly well how difficult At 1s for the Jews of 
Southern Russia to obtain permission to emigrate to Siberia as free settlers, It

Government against the manifold danger of a Jewish exodus into those magnif- 
cent provinces which will shortly be opened up by the Siberian railway.

Mr, STEPHEN 8, Hyam, Chairman of. the Industrial Committee, called 
attention to the great want of visiting guardians for apprentices. The Board 
bad now 480 apprentices, and the visiting guardians, including members of the 
Committee who were available for the purpose, and excluding honorary and 
ex-officio members, were 79, It would at once be seen that 7 visiting guardians 
were quite inadequate to supervise so large a number of apprentices. At present 
12 apprentices were without guardians, and it was most important that they 
should be visited and be under the supervision of guardians while under proba- 
tion and durirg the term of their apprenticeship. He believed that there was 
sufficient public spirit among the younger members of the community to induce 
them to offer their services, The labour was comparatively slight ; it involved 
no attendance, and scarcely more than two visits a year were required. 

Mr. CHARLES SAMUEL said that there could be no more interesting work in 
the cause of charity than the supervision of apprentices, because it brought 
home to visiting guardians the amount of good which was done. He had been 
guardian to a boy, who was apprenticed to a Jeweller and who must now 
be worth £3,000 to £4,000. 

Mr. Lewis EMANUEL suggested that the Industrial Committee should issue 
a leaflet calling attention to their wishes. 

The TREASURER (Mr. A. E. Franklin) reported that very little money had 
been received in response to the President's appeal in the press, and that the 
Board owed £600 to its bankers. 

The CHAIRMAN earnestly appealed to the well-to-do members of the

THE LATE PROFESSOR HUXLEY. 
| 


The Chief Rabbi, preaching at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, on Job, 
xxvili,, 21,23, dwelt on the thesis, that however great and glorious were the 
achievements of science, religion was needed with its constraining and impelling 
forces to guide and guard, to uphold and sustain us, and to afford a solution to 
those questions and problems, which science declared to be beyond its province 
and purview. The preacher said that he had chosen this theme, because he 
was anxious to offer rome humble tribute to the memory of that great scientist, 
of whom it might be said in the words of Holy Writ, * that he spake of trees, 
from the cedar-tree, that is in Lebanon, even unto the hyssop that springeth | 
out of the wall; he spake also of beasts and of fowls, and of creeping things 
and of fishes.” Professor Huxley was not merely a great investigator, but also 
asplendid popularizer, who could make the story of a piece of chalk read like 
a romance. He was also greatly fascinate’ by the history of Jewish 

Dr. Adler continued: He was one of the congregation when I 
consecrated this place of worship 13 years ago. He then intimated to 
me how deeply he had been impressed by the day's ceremonial, It was at 
at ngland had_ been so profoundly 
stirred by the recital of the sufferings which our Russian. brethren were 
enduring. I met the Professor agiin amid the glorious scenery of the 
Maloja. Itwas at the time when he was engaged in his famous encounter with Mr, 
Gladstone on the cases of demoniac possession recorded in the New Testament. 
In discussing this subject with me, he expressed surprise that no Jewish 
scholar had sided with him in this controversy. I explained to him that not merely 
from prudential motives, but from higher considerations we had made defence, 
not offence, our rule in such polemics, and we did not deem it advisable to assail 
the religious-convictions of our fellow-countrymen. The professor rejected the 
supernatural elements of Scripture. yet he was inspired with the most profound 
reverence for the sacred volume. No passage of his writings is more eloquent 
than where he pleads for the reading of the Bible in schools, “the Book that 
has been woven into all that is noblest in English history.” He describes it as 
the “ Magna Carta of the poor and the oppressed.” Down te modern times no 
State had a constitution in which the duties, so much more than the ‘privileges 
of rulers are insisted op, as that drawn up for Israel in Deuteronomy 
and Leviticus, Nowhere is the fundamental truth that the welfare

EDUCATION IN THE EAST, 


I will pass on to the more pleasing and more hopeful task on which the 
Association engages, nainsly, that of promoting education amongst our brethren 
in countries where educition is at a low ebb ant whera education would 
entitle them to a responsible position in society. Our efforts are limited; I am 
afraid they are very limited for want of funds. It is a disgrace t» the com- 
munity that the Anglo-Jewish Association, educating as it doea about seven 
thousand children, among the myriads who are crying out for instruction, 
should be crippled for want of funds. Our sciools are improving and 
our teachers are bacoming more fitted for their posts; we have always 
endeavoured that the instruction should be imparted in the vernacular, 
for it has been an enormous drawback to the Jewish population that they were 
unable to speax any other language than Juda -German or Judwo-Spanish. We 
have only to go into certain regions of Whitechapel to find’ at once how 
prejudicial it 1s to the interests of Jews that they should speak a language other 
than that of the country in which they live. In our Oriental schools we educate 
our children in the language of the country, and we accomplish that without 
neglectiag our Hebrew language and that religious instruction on which the 
In the early days the Oriental Rabbis, 
accustomed as they were to missionary schools, used to think that a knowledge of 
the vernacular was the preliminary step to conversion to Christianity, but 
experience has proved that the children who attend our schools are quite 
as good Jews as those who frequent the Chedarim and tho Talmudé 
Torah, I glory in the fact that in many of our schools we have a 
sprinkling of Christian and Mah>mmedan children and, I think, this fact 
conduces to the respect shown to the Jews in the countries where we 
have these schools. We have established at Jerusalem and elsewhere 
technical schools where various industries are taught and we have the most 
brilliant accounts of the success of our pupils ia the various branches of industry 
which they have adopted. Embroidery is taught in our Girls’ Schools and they 
are gradually beginning to learn industries by means of which they cao earn 4 
livelihood. We promote interest in agriculture by the establishment of 
agricultural colonies, and we hope by this means to create by degrees a whole- 
some influence amongst the Jewish population in tho Bist. As England is 
essentially a manufacturing country, so Eistern countries depend more particularly 
on agriculture. The one particular feature, however, for which I think our - 
Association deserves the goodwill of all, is that it has created a very general 
scheme of education for Jewish girls in the East.
